Sr. Louis, May 16, 1871. 

Editer Constitution: 
Accerding to promise, I must give you 
some general remarks on the convention and 


its distinguished members and visitors. This 


body is a purely voluntary association with 
no ecclesiastical power whatever, but assem- 
ble from year to year as an advisory council, 
having under its contro! the interests of mis- 
sions (both foreign and domestic,) and — 
ous publications for Southern Baptists. its 
territory embraces fourteen Southern States, 
the Indian Territory and the District of Co- 
lumbia. Its aggregate of membership is 
near oné million, and I might add: it is, by 
far, the strongest Baptist Union in the world. 
The Northern Baptist number but 490,000 in 
their organization. In this Southern Baptist 
Convention stands arrayed a mighty power, 
both in talent, influence, purity, and useful- 
nesss. 

Among the enterprises fostered and en- 
couraged by it are all the Baptist Colleges and 
Universities of the South—the Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, of Greenville, 
S. C., together with the Mission and Sunday 
School Boaris. 

This convention eriginated in the desire of 
Southern Baptists to engage in the work of 
Foreign Missions, from which work the old 
Tri-annual Convention (the parent Baptist

-Descrrprion or Jonn H. James’ New 
Resipence ro ss Exectep Connen PEACHTREB AXD 
Eius Sracets.—The contract having been awarded, 
we can now give « description of this beautiful maa- 
sion. The style of the balding may truly be termed 
“ American.” We see no use of attaching a name for- 
eign to our form and etyle of architecture, because a 
very few of the leading features are either French, 
English ur German, for the whole confbined is of 
American ideas, adaptation to material, climate, and 
the very many conveniences so common to our Amer- 
‘fean homes, not found in other countries; hence our 
reasons for taking the liberty to call the style ‘‘Amer- 
ican.”
